SAD NEWS FOR TEXAS CONFEDERATES 

COL. HAROLD BROWN SIMPSON 
1917-1989 

Col Harold B. Simpson, director 
of the Confederate Research Center 
Hillsboro and friend of the SCV, 
passed away on May 31, 1 9^9. after a 
lengthy illness. He was an inter- 
nationally recognized author of Con- 
federate and Texas military history 
having written, edited, and contrib- 
uted to over 26 books and numerous 
articles including Hood's Texas Bri- 
gade; Lee's Grenadier Guard (1 970 ) . 
He was the publisher of the Hill 
College Press. The Colonel was fore- 
most in the organization of the 
Hood's Texas Brigade Assoc. and the 
SCV camp by that name in Hillsboro. 
In 1979, he began the Confed. History 
Symposium, the leading such meeting 
in the U.S. A memorial service was 
held June 2 at the First United 
Methodist Church, and his remains 
were interred June 3 at the Confede- 
rate Memorial Plaza at Hill College. 
Memorials in his name should be sent 
to the Confederate Research Center 
at Hill College. 

He is gone, but not forgotten. 
His legacy will live on at Hill Col- 
lege, among those who revere Texas 
and the Confederacy, and among the 
Sons of Confederate Veterans. Pres. 
Auvenshine of the college is com- 
mitted to continue his work of pre- 
serving Confederate and Texas histo- 
ry for future generations. 



The howitzer is an artillery 
piece developed in the Netherlands 
the first part of the 1700's. They 
were often made of bronze. The WBTS 
types were manufactured in standard 
projectile weights: 12, 24, and 32- 
pounders. They were generally 
smoothbores. They featured short 
tubes with chambered interiors that 
would allow a light charge to lob a 
shell on a high trajectory. This 
made them adaptable to lots of field 
uses. They were used as anti-person- 
nel weapons firing canister or case 
shot. They vied with the mortar in 
being able to lob shells over walls 
and forts. The Model 1841 was a 12- 
pounder mountain howitzer capable of 
being broken down and transported on 
mule back. There was the standard one 
also. Some larger ones lobbed even 
larger shells. Confederate gunmak- 
ers turned out some iron models and 
even an experimental 8-in. rifled 
piece.
